UNDER SOIL BANK 
FARM PROGRAM 


Agriculture Department 
Discloses Payments 
to Clear Up Conflict- 
ing Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (UP). 


—The Department of Agricul- 
ture announced today it has 
made $3,484,906 in soil bank 
payments to farmers in 29 
states through Sept. 21. 

The Department said that the 
report, while incomplete, was 
made public at this time “be- 
cause of a number of inquiries 
concerning conflicting reports 
of payments made to date under 
the program.” 

The soil bank program, an is- 
sue in the political campaign 
took effect last summer. It pro- 
vides payments to farmers who 
reduce acreage of surplus crops. 

The department said it now 
appears that farmers will get 
“somewhat” less than the $261,- 
000,000 it estimated they could 
earn under the soil bank pro- 
gram this yea®. Since making 
the estimate, the department 
has allowed farmers who violat- 
ed 1956 soil bank contracts 
through “misunderstanding” to 
cancel or scale down their 
agreements. 


Department officials earlier 
in the year had predicted nearly 
all payments for 1956 would be 
made by mid-September, But 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson said last week at a 
press conference it was doubt- 
ful half of the total payments 
could be distributed by the Nov. 
6 election. 

It said the next report. will 
cover payments through Sept. 
28, and further reports will be 
compiled twige monthly. 

Iowa farmers got $1,180,479— 
nearly one third of the pay- 
ments through Sept. 21. Mis- 
souri farmers received $440,- 
038. In Illinois the payments 
totaled $32,739. 

The payments are made 
through certificates which farm- 
ers can exchange at banks for 
cash.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 1 
(AP). 
Here is the prepared text of 
President Eisenhower's cam- 
paign speech here today: 


LMOST two years have 
A passed since I last visited 

Cleveland, but I find that 
éven a few hours here provide 
a tremendous tonic for me, as 
an American. From my heart, 
I thank you for the warmth of 
your welcome. 
' This time I am here in the 
midst of a political campaign— 
a political campaign to deter- 
mine what kind of government 
this country is going to have 
for the next four years. 

Let there be no mistake.

-—some of them candidates for 
high office—who go about the 
country expressing at length 
their worries about 
and the American people.

you may wish to raise pertinent 
to these projected changes.” 

Many of those who oppose 
Radford believe that instead of 

lishing the committees on 

hich the chiefs have depended 
: d that would be the effect 
of the Radford directive, he 
should move in the opposite di- 
rection and strengthen them 
further by delegating to them 
some of the power now central- 
ized in the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and the chairman. This is the 
argument advanced in hot de- 
bates in the JCS in the last 
week. 

Asked for his views, a spokes- 
man for Radford said the chair- 
man would not comment on a 
classified (secret) document still 
under consideration by the JCS. 
Although the directive has 
nothing to do directly with 
America’s military security the 
secret stamp it bears is part 
of the tight information policy 
ordered by Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson. 

Clash With Ridgway. 

Radford’s authority to speak 
for all the chiefs was challenged 
during the Indochina crisis by 
the then Chief of Staff of the 
Army, Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way. After considerable diffi- 
culty Ridgway succeeded in pre- 
senting to President Eisenhower 
his views opposing an air strike 
at Dien Bien Phu, as urged by 
Radford, and the President sus- 
tained Ridgway. 

Recently the late Anthony 


Leviero of the New York Times 
disclosed a Radford proposal to 
cut the armed forces 800,000 by 
1960 and thereby place increas- 


| 


ing reliance on large-caliber nu- 
clear weapons. The ultimate 
blame for this “leak” has been 
put on Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
current Army chief, who has 
continued to resist a strategy 
which relies almost wholly on 
nuclear rétaliation. He attri- 
butes thie strategy to a desire 
to cut expenditures and balance 
the budget. 

The challengers do not ques- 
tion Radford’s.brains—his bril- 
liance in point of fact, nor the 
energy and remarkable concen- 
tration he brings to his task. 
But they are fearful that the in- 
cr¢asing centralization of power 
in one man’s hands will not 
only pervert the American sys- 
tem of civilian responsibility 
but can lead to grave and per- 
haps irretrievable errors of 
judgment. 

Row Over ‘Split Papers.’ 

A chief source of controversy 
within the JCS has been the 
“split papers” which result 
when the chiefs fail to reach 
agreement on policy matters. 
The pressure from Radford has 
increased to prevent any such 
show of differences in the rec- 
ommendations that go to the 
Secretary of Defense and the 
President. Recently on a “split 
paper” involving a major policy 
decision Radford argued that 
it would be futile to send it up 
to Secretary Wilson in that 
form. 

“I can tell you what will hap- 
pen,” Radford is reported to 
have said. “The Secretary will 
ask me for my views. I will 
tell him and that will decide 
the matter. So the only result 
will be that your split paper 
will be returned to you.” 

The other chiefs took this as 
still one more indication that 
the chairman, who ordinarily 
does not have a vote in the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is exer- 
cising final authority because 
of his exclusive - relationship 
with Secretary Wilson and the 
President. 

Perhaps the outstanding dif- 
ference has been over whether 
in a war with Soviet Russia the 
strategy would be fromthe 
first moment a strategy of nu- 
clear retaliation. While this 
has been taken to the President,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The White House released yes- 
terday, with President Eisen- 
hower’s approval, a memoran- 
dum which said there have been 
more advances in the civil serv- 
ice system since 1952 than in 
any similar period “since Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was President, | 
50 years ago.” 

Mr. Eisenhower approved the 
memorandum by Chairman 
Philip Young of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission at a Sunday 
White House conference. 


Young’s statement was in reply | 
to campaign criticisms by Adlai | 


Stevenson, the Democratic 
presidential nominee. 

Stevenson accused the Admin- 
istration in a statement Thurs- 
day of taking career Govern- 
ment posts out of the civil serv- | 
ice system and making them | 
subject to political patronage. 

85 Per Cent Covered. 
Young said 85 per cent of all 
federal employes are now cov~ 
ered by civil service, compared | 
with 84 per cent when the Ad- | 
ministration took office. | 

He said the rate of turnover | 
of federal workers has dropped | 
from as high as 26 per cent an- | 
nually under the Truman Ad- | 
ministration to 14 per cent for 
the last two years. | 

“In the preceding 20 years,” 
he said, “inbred bureaucracy 
had developed inefficiency and 
corruption in many quarters.” 
He said some 200 Internal Rev- 


enue Service employes “were in- | 


volved in misconduct charges in 
the postwar Democrat Adminis- 
tration” and that these viola- 


tiens ranged up to “grand | 


scale theft.” 

Young suggested that the Tru- 
man Administration in its last 
years placed under civil service 
many policy-making jobs which 

“should be subject to change 
with any change in political ad- 
ministration.” 

Cites Eisenhower-Order. 
He said Mr. Eisenhower had

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RETALIATION POLICY 
KEPT UP BY ISRAELIS 


They Say That Force Is 
Only Language Arabs 
Understands

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
Oct. 1—Although Israeli set- 
flers and soldiers do not quote 
the Bible in describing their ac- 
tion to Arab attacks, there is 
something of the wrath and the 
ferocity of the Old Testamént 
in the relentlessness with which 
they cling to their “doctrine of 
retaliation,” or “an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth.” 

Their leaders, from Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion down, 
have made it clear that no 
amount .of pressure from the 
United Nations or any’ other 
body will prompt them to relin- 
quish this weapon, which they 
are convinced they need in the 
interest of self preservation. 


Prepared for Worst. 

They reject the suggestion 
that their punitive raids into 
Arab territory add to the dah- 
ger of war, but at the same 
time, clearly, they are prepared 
for the worst. The govern- 
ménts of less exposed nations, 
an Israeli official said, can af- 
ford to think in terms of long- 
range peace. “For us,” he 
added, “it is a matter of sur- 
vival now.” 

The reasoning, briefly, goes 
as follows: The only language 
understood by Arab leaders is 
force. If they do not start a 
war now, it is only because they 
think they would lose it. “Even 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser knows he could not 
win, and since a military defeat 
would destroy his _ political 
power he is reluctant to risk it. 
Therefore, the Israeli reasoning 
continues, the Arabs are trying 
to wear Israel down in a sys- 
tematic campaign of pinpricks 
—ambushing a bus here, kid- 
naping a farmer there, opening 
fire in a third place. 

The Israeli say the Jordanian 
authorities are organizing ag- 
gression, instead of punishing 
it: Fedayeen terrorist groups 
are mobilized in the villages, 
they are trained by the army 
and their operations are di- 
rected by army commanders. 
In this situation, the Israelis 
argue, their only hope is to 
prove that aggression does not 
pay, to convince the Arab 
leadership that it is in its own 
interest.to restrain the fanatics. 
This is the meaning of the “doc- | 
trine of retaliation.” 

Command Post Target. 

Israeli forces are inactive for 
days and weeks while Arab in- 
cursions ‘take their toll. Then, 
suddenly, the Israelis strike, 
their target usually an Arab 


command post responsible for 
the sector in which the inci- | 
dents occurred. 

The morale of the settlers is 
the second major point in the 
Israelis’ defense of their “doc- 
trine of retaliation.” By terror- 
izing the settlers, the Israelis 
say, the Arabs are striking at 
the very heart of the republic. 
If the villages cannot be made 
gafe, they will become mere 
defense zones. The families 
will leave, irrigation will cease 
and the fields will go untended. 
Consequently, the area of Is- 
rael will begin to shrink. This 
is what the Arabs want, Is- 
raelis say, and they add that 
they will prevent it regardless 

the cost to themselves and 
the enemy.

A Judge for the Court 


President Eisenhower has shown a commend- 
able respect for the judiciary by going to the 
bench—the New Jersey Supreme Court—for his 
third appointee to the United States Supreme 
Court. The White House has announced that he 
will name William Joseph Brennan Jr., of Rum 
son, NJ., to succeed Justice Sherman Minton 
when the latter retires on Oct. 15. 

This will be a recess appointment which 
means that under the present plan Justice-desig- 
nate Brennan will take his seat prior to con- 
firmation by the Senate, Thus there is a possi- 
bility that his name will go before a Senate con- 
siderably changed in composition from the pres- 
ent one. 

Justice Brennan, a Democrat and a Roman 
Catholic, is only 50 years old, so he will be the 
youngest man on the Court. He may not be as 
widely known as some members of his profes- 
sion, but he has had three years of experience 
in the trial and appellate divisions of the New 
Jersey Superior Court, and since March, 1952, 
he has served on the state’s supreme court, He 
has the recommendation of the distinguished 
chief justice of that.bench, Arthur T. Vander- 
bilt, and he has had a considerable hand in 
cleaning up New Jersey's dockets. 

Justice Brennan, a graduate of the business 
school of the University of Pennsylvania and of 
the Harvard Law School, donned a uniform dur- 
ing the war and served various branches of the 
military establishment in a legal capacity. Be- 
fore stepping up to the bench, he was a member 
of Pitney, Hardin; Ward and Brennan, the New- 
ark law firm of the late Mahlon Pitney who 
served on the United States Supreme Court 
from 1912 to 1922. 

As a Democrat, he will leave unchanged the 
present division of the court between six Repub- 
licans and three Democrats;..And he will not 
be the first member of his church to serve on 
the Court although none has done so since the 
death of Justice Frank Murphy. 

Chief Justice Roger B. Taney, a Roman Catho- 
lic appointed by President Jackson in 1835, 
is regarded by some students of the Court as 
second only to the man he succeeded, Chief 
Justice Marshgll. Another Catholic was Edward 
D. White, appointed by Cleveland in 1894 and 
named Chief Justice by Taft in 1910. Others 


» were Justices McKenna, Butler and Murphy, ap- 


pointed respectively by Presidents McKinley, 
Harding and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The differing views of these men would seem 
to be proof enough that church membership 
does not impose a rigid pattern on the judicial 
mind. So there is no barrier here to Justice 
Brennan's confirmation. There may be some at- 
tempts to read political overtones into an ap- 


pointment made in the midst of a national cam@f 


paign rather than after the election, but a Su- 
preme Court Justice should be judged on his 
merits and not as a partisan pawn. 

It is regrettable that Justice Minton’s an- 
nounced retirement did not occur last summer, 
while the Senate was still in session, or could 
not be postponed until next Japary when the 
new Senate will meet. ReceS§ appointments for 
Supreme Court Justices can run into serious 
embarrassments as did that of Chief Justice 
Warren. 

No Judge—and particularly no Supreme Court 
Justice—should ever need to think, as he de- 
cides in a case, whether his stand will arouse 
animosity or prejudice in the Senate. 
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The Dismal Weekend 


There are all kinds of ways to rationalize 
it. If they had really been champions they 
would have beaten the Cardinals three times 
instead of once. Pennants are earned, not giv- 
en away. If you can’t win the crucial series 
of the regular season, you aren't entitled to play 
in the world series. And it is the big moments 
that count. From April until the last week in 
September, the day-by-day accumulation of 
games won and lost merely sketches in the 
background for the climactic events that matter. 
Unless your team can both stay in contention 
and win the ones that must be won, it has no 
claim to distinction. 

That's the way the explanation goes, and it 
sounds very much like what was said when the 
Cubs robbed the Cardinals of a pennant. But 
though you can’understand why the Braves were 
not entitled to finish higher than a game 
out of first place, you don’t have to like it~ 
and very few of us do. 


All you can do, while waiting for the standard 
Dodgers-Yankees series to begin, is marvel at 
the delicate balance of incentives in this curi- 
ously mathematical game. The Cardinals had 
every sentimental and pecuniary reason to see 
the Braves win, first to avenge past humilia- 
tions at the hands of the Dodgers and second to 
swell the world series gate which they will share. 
Yet the personal and professional reasons for 
beating the Braves were strong enough that 
they outweighed both heart:and pocketbook, 
and made a .494 ball club play over its head to 
its own disadvantage. That, in a fresh and un- 
sullied phrase, is baseball. 
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The Idea They Left 


A challenging thought has been left by the 
stimulating symposium on “Science and Human 
Responsibility” which St. Louis’s educational 
television station, KETC, telecast last week. How 
shall the United States respond to the ground- 
swell for freedom and progress sweeping coun- 
tries which the Industrial Revolution has so far 
largely passed by? 


Facets of this momentous question of our day 
were discussed by Psychoanalyst Erich Fromm, 
Biologist Julian Huxley, Agriculturist Henry 
Wallace, Economist Barbara Ward, Geochemist 
Harrison Brown, Physicist Arthur H, Compton, 
Industrialist James S. McDonnell Jr. and Phi- 
losopher Huston Smith, the moderator. 


The consensus was that the problem is great 
and urgent, that the United States must play a 
leading role in making capital and technology 
available on a basis acceptable to the sovereign- 
ty and equality of the nations involved, and that 
upon the outcome will depend to a compelling 
extent the freedom and peace of the world that 
is even now taking shape before our eyes. 


The KETC symposium was therefore in es- 
sence a call to conscience. It was also a solemn 
warning that one of these days it will be too 
late; and that if meanwhile we have not done 
enough and in time, the United States will be 
sure to suffer the consequences along with all 
the other lands. 


In a “cozy country,” as Miss Ward called the 
United States, it is harder than in a country aus 
terely troubled like her own England to realize 
that, as Mr. Brown said, we are living in a time 
such as there has never been before in the his- 
tory of the world. 


The value of the KETC forum. is that it may 
stir the intellectual ferment out of which can 
come an informed, aroused opinion that will arm 
Americans with the ideas that fight for peace, 
and steel them with the determination to carry 
‘khose ideas through. Washington Univesity and 


St. Louis’s educational TV station have per- 
formed a distinguished service in a field in 
which they are uniquely equipped to serve.

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Another Tito Emergency 
The latest amazing turn in the Tito-Moscow 
relationship has an urgent and immediate bear- 
ing on affairs in Washington. Under terms of 


foreign ald legislation passed by Congress this. 


summer, aid to Yugoslavia will lapse unless 
President Eisenhower proclaims by Oct. 16 
that its continuation is in our national interest. 
By receiving Khrushchev for a week of secret 
conferences, and then flying off with the Rus- 
sian Communist leader on an unscheduled and 
unexplained visit to the Soviet Union, Tito has 


complicated the President's decision. Secretary 


Dulles is said to have warned Tito that the deci- 
sion will go against him if he moves any closer 
to the Soviet camp. 

It is idle to speculate about what is going on 
behind the closed doors of the Crimea resort 
where the conferences are being held. But that 
something very important both to Moscow and 
Tito has precipitated them is obvious. And it 
seems certain that, one way or another, they 
are connected with an internal struggle in the 
Soviet Union over the extent to which the Sta- 
linist policy of iron control over satellites and 
foreign Communist parties shall be modified. 

Many Americans think that any association at 
all between Tito and the Russian leaders dls- 
qualifies hint for association with the West. This 
is why Congress came so close to banning fur- 
ther aid to Yugoslavia, and only consented to its 
continuance on condition that the President take 
full responsibility. 

But it would be the greatest of mistakes if the 
decision on continuing aid were made on any 
such indiscriminate basis. So long as Tito con- 
tinues to enjoy as much real independence as 
he has enjoyed, it is quite possible that his very 
existence will be the most dynamic element 
tending to loosen Moscow's hold on other Com- 
munist countries. Indeed, his example already 
has stirred up some party leaders behind the 
Iron Curtain, and the resulting unrest evidently 
has created doubts in Moscow about going ahead 
with. the Khrushchev policy of trying to get 
along with Tito in spite of not controlling him. 

Tito’s relationship wit Moscow may, “of 
course change, and in that case our own policy 
would require review. But up to now he has won 
all the battles: He resisted Stalin’s domination, 
He survived, and he compelled Stalin's succes- 
sors to recognize his independence. So long as he 
can go on winning like that, the West would be 
foolish to drive him into Moscow’s arms by leav- 
ing him no place else to go.

Insurance men and department officials 
throughout the country have been appalled 
by the situation in Illinois, but they kept 
their opinions to themselves. 

It was felt no good would be done the 
cause of state regulation to air the dirty 
linen from Illinois, and beyond that the 
companies knew they had to get along with 
Mr. McCarthy (director of the department) 
—a procedure difficult enough under “‘nor- 
mal” circumstances without adding to the 
problem by airing statements which could 
invite cemplications.

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Where Do Counterpart Funds Go? 
Few persons are so fortunate that they can 
make a seven-week tour of Europe with no idea 
of what the trip cost. Congressman Harold H., 
Velde of Illinois comes in this category. Back 
with his wife from just such a trip, he says he 
has no idea how much the trip cost and, further- 
more, probably never would learn. He did refer 


reporters who asked about the expenses to the’ 


State Department. 

The expenses of Representative and Mrs. 
Velde on the trip were paid through counterpart 
funds which are administered by the State De- 
partment. These funds consist of money set aside 
by foreign governments to match American eco- 
nomic aid. They are available for any Senator or 
Representative to dip into and many a Congress- 
man, knowing that no public accounting is ever 
made, dips with both hands. 

Not all the nation’s lawmakers who visit 
abroad on counterpart or on Congressional funds 
waste these monies. Many familiarize themselves 
with world conditions and retufff better equipped 


_ to make decisions in Congress. Mr. Velde, who is 


not seeking re-electién, says that he studied 
labor and education in Europe and will report on 
them when the new Congress, of which he will 
not be a member, convenes. 

But whether a trip is useful or not, surely the 
public funds spent on it should be a matter of 
public record. President Eisenhower, when 
asked at a press conference last week about the 
amount of money that Cohgressmen spend on 
travel abroad, replied that he thought there 
should be some method of publishing the figures. 
But Secretary of State Dulles, when queried re- 
cently, suggested that he was too busy with the 
Suez situation to worry about counterpart funds. 

With President Eisenhower agreeing that there 
should be no secrecy about the amount of money 
not their own that Congressmen spend ad, 
right now is a good time to open the books.

The Growth of Educational TV

New York is beginning its first test of educational television 
of under ‘state auspices, adding to steady if not spectacular growth 
of ‘school of the ait’ in three years; 26 educational TV stations 
on air now, helping students from kindergarten to university.

New York begins its first test of edu- 
cational television under state auspices 
on Oct. 1. Two Long Island high schools 
and two upstate teachers colleges are 
co-operating in the closed-circuit experi- 
ment. 

Educational television, only three 
years old, appears.to be enjoying a 
steady if not spectacular growth. The 
first non-commercial educational station 
went on the air on May 25, 1953. To- 
day, according to the Joint Committee 
on Educational Television, 26 stations 
are operational. 

The Federal Communications Com- 
mission, in a general allocation of June 
3, 1952, reserved 242 television chan- 
nels, both ultra high frequency ‘(UHF) 
and very high frequency (VHF), for 
non-commercial educational stations in 
aS many communities across the nation. 
Additional reservations have brought 
the total to 257 channels, of which 172 
are UHF and 85 are VHF. 


VHF channels are generally consid- 
ered much more desirable than UHF 
channels. VHF transmissions can be 
received on all sets. Most present sets 
require converters, costing $25 or $30, 
to receive UHF programs. 

The FCC recently turned down the 
application of at least one commercial 
broadcaster for a channel — in Des 
Moines, Ia.—that had been reserved 
for educational broadcasting. lowa edu- 
cators are preparing to apply for use 
of the channel. 

Thus far, the FCC has received 58 
applications for the 257 channels re- 
served for education. Construction per- 
mits have been granted to 44 appli- 
cants. Steps toward application for 
channels have been taken in nearly 100 
other communities. 

This js exclusive of closed-circuit tele- 
vision, now being used widely in ele- 
mentary schools, high schools, and col- 
leges. The closed-circuit system is to be

tried in a test of TV education in two 
high schools and two colleges in New 
York under the auspices of the State 
Education Department.. 

The 6000 children in Hagerstown, 
Md., public schools this year are get- 
ting their first experience of. learning 
by television. By 1958 the closed-circuit 
experiment will include all the Wash- 
ington county (Md.) schools with an 
estimated 20,000 students. 

The Albany Medical Tollege, like 
many other medical schools, has for sev- 
eral years been using successfully 
closed-circuit demonstrations from op- 
erating rooms and pathological labora- 
tories. And the Defense Department 
has conducted extensive research in 
television as a tool for teaching. 


The big name in educational TV is 
that of the Ford Foundation. For exam- 
ple, its beneficiary, the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education, is paying 
the cost of training school personnel 
and supervision for the Maryland five- 
year experiment. 

The Foundation directly and also the 
Fund for Adult Education have been 
financing the Educational Television 
and Radio Center in Ann Arbor, Mich. 
The Center has developed more than 
100 series of films to be distributed to 
educational stations throughout the 
country. And the Fund for Adult Edu- 
cation gives grants of $100,000 to 
$150,000 to get stations started. 

The Fund for Adult Education, too; 
is one of several philanthropic or- 
ganizations behind a new educational 
television production center in New 
York City. The center, on which con- 
struction was begun this morth, will 
consist of a fully equipped television 
studio and other facilities to make edu- 
cational films for TV _ transmission. 
Transmitting equipment may be added 
later to give New York a full-time edu- 
cational station.

Between Book Ends 
Not the Whole Truth

The distinction of this modest auto- 
biography lies in the fact that it mirrors 
the unabashedly flippant personality of 
the author and is written with all of his 
remarkable facility of words and wit. 
Claud Cockburn, scion of an old British 
family and a newspaper man for many 
years with legends attached to him like 
barnacles, was once described by Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy as one of the most 
dangerous Reds alive. 

A few days later, the foreign editor 
of Rude Pravo, a Communist organ in 
Prague, was tried 
and hanged, after 
he confessed to hav- 
ing been “seduced 
and guided by the 
particularly sinister 
organizer of West- 
ern intelligence 
services, Col. Claud 
Cockburn!” But this 
perceptive and en- 
tertaining memoir 
skirts the grave 
questions and is 
something less than 
the autobiography 
that the controver- 
sial Mr. Cockburn 
could have wrijéten if he chose to do so. 
It is full of illuminating anecdotes be- 
cause he is a natural story-teller. 

He was born in Peking, China, while 
his father was a member of the British 
Diplomatic Service in the Far East. 
After his education at Oxford Univer- 
sity, Cockburn went to Berlin where 
he began a distinguished Career as a 
correspondent of the London Times. 

Later he-filed dispatches t6 the Times 
from New York and Washington. It 
was during this period that he inter- 
viewed Al Capone in Chicago with a 
submachine gun poking through the 
transom of the door behind him and 
covered the stock market crash of 1929. 

The Capone interview was never used 
because the notorious gangster’s views 
turned out to be identical with the 
newspaper’s published editorial opin- 
ions and it would have been embarrass- 
ing to print them. 

It was the newsman’s ancestor, Ad- 
miral Sir George Cockburn, who burned 
the White House and Capitol in 1814, 
so Claud Cockburn who was conscious 
of his ancestor’s deed, was quite startled 
the first time he walked out of Union 
Station in Washington in 1929, to see 
the Capitol dome break out in flames. 
It proved to be an accidental fire 
started by a painter. 

In the early thirties, Cockburn, who 
was bootlegging articles to various ex- 
treme-Left American newspapers, found 
the arch-Conservative pattern of the 
Times too constrictive for his writing 
so he submitted his resignation. Re- 
turning to England he first became Lon- 
don correspondent for such capitalistic 
American publications as Time and For- 
tune, and later switched to the staff of 
the Daily Worker, which he remarks 
was less different from the Times than 
you would expect. 

Mr. Cockburn is most proud, however, 
of the mimeographed newsletter he cre- 
ated, edited, and pees in England, 
under the title The Week. It enjoyed 
an influence far out of proportion to its 
circulation, as he intended it should, 
and it was in The Week that Cockburn 
coined the phrase “The Cliveden Set” 
to describe the people who gathered at 
Lady Astor’s house on the Thames dur-

The hearing was 
docketed for today in Atwell’s 
court. 

W. J. Duham, resident at- 
torney for the N.A.A.C.P. in 
Dallas, charged that white of- 
ficers with drawn guns intimi- 
dated Negroes who were ques- 
tioned in a special court of in- 
quiry Saturday in Dallas about 
the desegregation suit hearing. 

Durham made these specific 
charges outside Judge Atwell’s 
courtroom. Six of the Negroes 
questioned by the court of in- 
quinry Saturday said that they 
kriew nothing in advance about 
a desegregation suit being filed 
in their names. 

Shepperd Line of Attack. 

This is the line of attack 
Shepperd is pursuing at a hear- 
ing that will be resumed in 
Tyler, Tex., Wednesday. before 
a state court in an attempt to 
outlaw the N.A.A.C.P in Texas.

(AP) — State and local police 
today cleared a path through 
a yelling, shouting crowd of 
100 for a Negro mother after 
she delivered four Negro stu- 
dents to the Weaverton ele- 
mentary school.

Designing Woman 
Idea for Cafe Curtains 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 
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CARTRIDGE PLEATS ARE EASY TO MAKE. 


VER since cafe curtains 
F came into style, ideas have 

been on the uptake for new 
and different ways for styling 
them. Here’s one that gives 
them smart little cartridge 
pleats, and without complicat- 
ing the sewing or the ironing. 
The pleats aren’t sewed in— 
they form as the curtain is 
hung with rings that grasp top 
edges—and the whole curtain 
flattens again to be washed and 


ironed. 
The only difference in the 
making of cartridge pleated 


cafe curtains like this is that 
smaller scallops for the pleats 
are cut between the usual larg- 
er ones, 

Exact measurements for scal- 
lops of both widths must de- 
pend somewhat on the fabric 
and the window width, but a 
saucer ig usually the right size 
to draw around for the larger 
scallops, and a tiny plate or a 
demitasse saucer for the small- 
er ones. 


After the curtains are fin- 
ished, fdid the pleats and lap 
one side of the back of eac 
pleat slightly over the other 
side, then press open the grasp- 
ing end attached to the ring 
and attach it to hold the two 
folded, Aba ed back edges. 
This isn’t at all difficult to do 
—the kind of ring that needn’t 
be sewed on does the trick of 
special pleating while it readies 
the curtain for hanging.

A parquet floor requires the 
same type of finish and care as 
any fine hardwood floor. It can 
be finished with shellac, var- 
nish or a floor seal.. It should 
be protected against wear by 
wex.,

One of the main troubles you 
are likely to encounter with old 
parquet floors is the small strips 
of wood becoming loose and 
starting to squeak or crack. 
There are several ways in which 
this can be corrected. The sim- 
plest is to drive a small brad 
through the loose strip of floor- 
ing. Usually four brads will be 
needed—two at each end. A 
4d finishing nails usually work 
pretty well for this job but it’s 
best to drill a pilot hole through 
the wood before you drive the 
nail to avoid any chance of 
splitting the wood. A neater 
solution is to remove the loose 
strip and then glue it back in 
place with wood glue. This 
eliminates any nail heads. Be- 
fore the glue is applied, the 
underside of the parquet strip 
and the subfloor should be 
sanded smooth and clean. 


While the rule for sanding 
a hardwood floor says that you 
should sand with the wood 
grain, this is impossible in the 
case of a parquet floor because 

e grain of the wood in each 

lock runs at righ angles to the 
grain in the adjoining blocks. 


When it’s necessary to sand a 
parquet floor, forget about try- 
ing to sand with the wood grain 
but use finer grades of paper 
than you would for an ordinary 
strip floor where the grain all 
runs in the same direction.

PETER STEINCROHN =‘ 2d: mercurial drugs made 
it possible for him to return to work regularly. But there 
‘s a catch in this story. 

“One thing you must remember,” I said to him about 
a year after his recovery. “Don’t get careless. I have 
known a number of patients who have recovered from 
seemingly hopeless heart attacks who were their own exe- 
cutioners. Keep taking your medicine as directed. Rest 


whenever you can. Never cancel your medical appoint- 
ments.”

YOU COULD SEE that this man was appreciative; but 


‘he was not the talkative type. I had to drag responses out 
of him. Most of the information about his progress came 
from his wife. I gave him an appointment to come in a 
month later. 

Six months went by. At last his wife called. “I don’t 
know what to do about Edward. He doesn’t look himself. 
He has lost his appetite and looks thinner to me. But he 
doesn’t want to come in to see you because he says he 
doesn’t want to bother you. I told him you wouldn’t have 
given him an appointment if you didn’t want to see him. 
I'm beside myself. I don’t know what to do.”

AFTER TWO MONTHS more of coaxing by his wife 
and only daughter he came in. He spoke in monosyllables. 
Said he was all right. 

His shirt .collar was sizes too large. His coat fitted 
him like a scarecrow. The scale proved he had lost 18 
pounds. True, his heart was still doing a commendable 
job. But now he had an inoperable stomach cancer with 
lung involvement, too. He died in three months. 

Doctors see hundreds of similar cases of needless pre- 
mature extinction. I believe there is a great lesson to be 
learned here, 

It is a~-common—and human—failing to get careless 
,.when you feel well. The greatest enemy of cardiacs is let- 
ting down their guard on days when they feel especially 
Well. 

I tell such people to beware. Nature may be playing 
tricks. She may be testing out the patient’s forbearance 
and common sense. If he really talks himself into be- 
lieving he is as strong as he was years ago, he may try 
te prove it to himself: by trying 18 or more golf holes or 
by working hard and long. It is at such times that heart 
patients often bring doom upon themselves. 


I o 

BUT more often they do so by not keeping their ap- 
pointments with the doctor. People who recover from 
heart attacks become so absorbed in the heart that they 
forget that there are other vulnerable organs. As in Case 
History No. 58, a man’s heart may have recovered nicely 
but some new symptoms may bother him. If they persist 
for more than a few days, he should advise his doctor. It 
may be nothing; it may be something. 

Leave it to your doctor to decide. When he examines 
or interviews you he looks at you as a “whole man” and 
not just as a “heart mechanism.” 

We doctors find deep-gratification in pulling a very 
sick person through a heart attack. And nothing brings us 
more frustration than watching such a patient later take 
his own life by silly procrastination.

“PEOPLE HAVE TOLD US he must be lacking some- 
thing, but for the life of me I can’t figure out what. 
He has an older sister who just turned 4 and I think 
they get along as well as ahy 2- and 4-year-old I’ve 
seen. Right now she is at a good age, minds well, and 
keeps out of trouble. Maybe it might seem to him 
that I’m picking on him more, but he is very active 
and devilish, so needs more correcting. 

“I would appreciate any advice you could give me, 
as we are worried about having a bald 2-year-old.” 

This is a hard combination to beat. Mothers whose 
children suck their thumbs and at the same time fondle 
a blanket often dislike the habit. But actually, in a way, 
they are fortunate. Not only is it sometimes possible 
later on, as the need for this relief diminishes, to get 
the blanket away from the child, but also they don’t 
mind the wear and tear on the blanket as much as 
you do the wear and tear on the child’s hair. (Or on 
his ear, which he may pull; or his nose, which he may 
scratch.) 

Your doctor is undoubtedly correct. This behavior 
undoubtedly will stop eventually, though before it stops 
for good it may have several spells of seeming temporarily 
better and then getting worse again. 

x *« * 

AN EXTREMELY SHORT haircut might help a little 
in making it harder for your son to get hold of his hair. 
Girls sometimes will accept the wearing of a soft angora 
bonnet so that they pull at the fuzz on the bonnet, not 
at their hair. A little boy might accept such a bonnet 
at night, though probably not in the daytime. 

You might be able to get your son interested in a 
soft tey animal with fuzz which he can pull. However, 
it is actually the tension im his own head which he is 
probably trying to relieve, so that pulling the fuzz off 
a toy may not provide a satisfactory substitute. What really 
needs to be done if possible is to relieve some of the 
tension he feels. Try giving him more time away from 
his sister, more time alone with you. Good active outdoor 
play may help. Nursery school attendance, in another 
few months, might unscramble some of the tension he feels. 

As with most of these undesirable habits which you 
want to get rid of, you concentrate not on the habit 
self but rather on the tensions which produce it.

Mamma Truman  an- 
nounced that she was going 
right home to. Missouri. Daddy 
made me stop teasing her be- 
cause he was afraid she would 
do it. He’d been keeping the 
fact that Lincoln’s bed was in 
the house a secret from her. 

I never knew either of my 
grandfathers, for they both died 
before I was born. Daddy's fa- 
ther, John, was a militant Dem- 
ocrat and a man of fierce pride 
and quick temper. He is re- 
puted to have chased a big law- 
yer, who was cross-examining 
him in a lawsuit, out of the 
courthouse for calling him a 
liar. When my father was orn, 
my grandfather nailed a mule 
shoe over the front door to 
bring his first-born luck. It was 
an old Missouri custom.

Y Grandmother Wallace 

was a soft, gentle-looking 

woman, with large black 
eyes and heavy gray hair. She 
was educated at the Cincinnati 
Conservatory of Music and had 
a sweet voice and an air of great 
elegance. Although she had a 
whim of iron, she rarely raised 
that sweet voice. She must have 
had much to forgive me for. I 
was an active child and was 
always tearing around and 
around through a succession of 
doors in the house on my tri- 
cycle, knocking the patina off 
the antiques. 

My Grandmother Truman was 
a remarkable person. It was 
impossible to know her and not 
be influenced by her marvelous 
code, which was based on jus- 
tice, honor, integrity and the 
rights of the individual to pur- 
sue his own destiny. Everybody 
knows the story of how she was 
approached by a reporter who 
asked her if she wasn’t proud

“Of course, I’m proud of 
him,” Mamma Truman said, 
“but I have other children I’m 
just as proud of. I have a 
daughter and another son who 
are just as fine as Harry.” 

If Mamma Truman was for 
you, she was for you, and as 
long as she lived I always knew 
that there was one person who 
was in my corner. When we 
held a family conclave about 
my pursuit of a musical career, 
Truman, who was 
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loved antiques and there were 
many family heirlooms in the 
house. Her and joy was 
the fine old secretary in the 
living room which Great-grand- 
father Gates had brought out 
from Vermopt in a wagon train. 

I suppo that the grown 
people must have had problems 
and troubles then, as grown 
people do, but no breath of 
them ever touched me. It was 
many years before I knew that 
my father lost the only election 
he ever lost in his life the year 
I was born. He was defeated 
for the county judgeship. 

I remember only the sound 
of laughter, for I grew up in a 
family of jokers and teasers on 
both sides of the house. In fact, 
my first connection with politi- 
cal affairs was a joke and oc- 
curred when I was four years 
old. It was in 1928 and Herbert 
Hoover was running for Presi- 
dent against Al Smith.

A prehension on the part of 

my elders has accompanied 
most of my days.

My answer was, “What's new 
about it?. I’ve been watched 
ever since I can remember.” This 
familiarity with watchfulness 
did make this facet of life in 
the White House less onerous 
for me than it might to some- 
body my age who had grown 
up more wild and free.

Our tag day col- 
lections go 100 per cent*to the 
hospital.” 

Mrs. Margulis recalls as her 
nicest tag day experience the 
first year when she was on a 
downtown street and several 


small Negro boys with a side- 
walk shoeshine kit came up to 
ask her why she was collecting 
money. 

“I explained, as best I copld, 
that it was for sick people,” she 
recalls, “They went away and in 
a little while they came back 
and asked, ‘Would it be all 
right if we put something in?’ 
and they contributed their 
pennies.”

Besides tag days, the 1200 
auxiliary members in St. Louis 
raise money throughout the 
year on other projects. The 
Players, as the name implies, 
put on plays for various groups. 
Other chapters hold square 
dances, dinner dances, fund 
raising parties. In all, the auxil- 
iaries raise about $40,000 each 
year for the hospital. 


“That sounds like a lot,” Mrs.

Stuffed Lobster Tails 

Ingredients: One quart water, 
one teaspoon salt, two (one 11- 
ounce package) frozen lobster 
tails, 4% cup finely diced celery, 
two teaspoons drained capers, 
2 teaspoons lemon juice, 4% cup 
mayonnaise, salad greens, olives, 
paprika, parsley sprigs. 

Method: Bring water and salt 
to a boil in a two-quart sauce- 


pan; add frozen lobster tails. 
Bring water to boil again, then 
turn down heat and simmer 
eight or nine minutes, until lob- 
ster meat is opaque through. 
Drain and rinse with cold water. 
Cut away soft undershell with 
kitchen scissors. Pull lobster 
meat away from shell by insert- 
ing fingers between meat and 
shell: dice lobster. There will be 
about one cup. Mix with celery, 
capers, lemon juice and mayon- 
naise. Pile back into shells, us- 
ing tails to hold some of the 
mixture. Arrange on salad plates 
with greens and olives. Sprinkle 
stuffing with paprika and gar- 
nish with parsley. Makes two 
servings. 

Note: If lobster tails are thaw- 
ed before cooking, reduce sim- 
mering time by two minutes. ,
